Living Cost 
Index Nears 
Record High 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — The 


government's latest cost-of-living 
barometer moved up today under 
pressure of rising food and rent 
costs to within a tiny fraction ot the 
record'high reached last January. 


The living-cost index, measuring 


prices of food, clothing, shelter and 
a host of other things climbed dur- 
ing the month ending May 15 two- 
tenths of one per cent to 189 per 
cent of the 1935-39 average. That 
is 4.1 per cent over the mark of 
18 months ago when price and 
wage controls took effect. The peak 
figure last January was 189.1. 


Leading the over-all living-cost 


rise was a boost of four-tenths of 
one per cent in rent across the 
country. The price of food at the 
grocery store moved up t h r e e 
tenths of one per cent. 


But the price of clothing, of fuel 


and electricity and of house fur- 
nishings all dropped fractionally.

Unity of UN Force in Korea 
Pleases British Defense Chief 


EDMONTON, Alberta—(AP)—Britain's defense minister,' Field 


Marshal Earl-Alexander, says teamwork among United Nations forces 
in Korea is impressive and any British criticism of the war's conduct 
there is "absolutely unjustified." 


Flying in last night from a week's 


visit to Japan and the Korean 
front, Alexander told a 10-minute 
press conference he was "very fa- 
vorably impressed with the whole 
layout" in Korea. 


En Route to Washington 


Alexander, governor general of 


Canada until he took his present 
cabinet post and a World War II 
Allied commander in Italy, was to 
fly to Ottawa today for a three- 
day stopover en route to Washing, 
ton and London. 


The veteran of multi-nation war- 


fare said the United Nations effort 
was "one of the best examples of 
team work that I've ever seen." 


"It struck me more forcefully 


than anything else that there, for 
the first time, is a United Nations 


force fighting a war," 'he said, 
adding: "If we ever have to fight 
a third world war—I certainly hope 
we don't—this will provide a sort 
of dress rehearsal." 


Kopt in Dark 


Alexander said he felt "a lack of 


information had aroused criticism 
in some British quarters of the 
handling of the Korean war. 


He said he hoped .the British 


people would be reassured after he 
reports on his trip to Prime Minis- 
ter Winston Churchill and the Brit- 
ish cabinet. 


On the possibility of the Commu- 


nists launching a major offensive, 
Alexander said the Red disposition 
appeared to be more defensive than 
offensive.

ed. The' Democratic- front-runner, 
however, said isolationism would 
dominate their party if either gets 
to the White House. • ' 


Taxes were a topic in talks Wed- 


nesday by Ohio Sen. Robert Taft 
and Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, run- 
ning one-two in the race for Re- 
publican presidential nomination. 


Kefauver, Too 


- They, in turn, were a topic in 
an address by Sen. Estes Kefauver 
of Tennessee, who has more dele- 
gate votes lined up than any of 
his rivals going into the Demo- 
cratic presidential-nominating con- 
vention. 


In Denver, Eisenhower told Ore- 


gon's GOP convention delegates he 
would balance the national budget 
if he were president. This, plus 
seeing to it that the Allies arc 
as militarily strong as Russia, 
would make tax reduction possible, 
he said. He estimated this would 
take about two years and after 
that would come a "steady shrink- 
age" in the tax load. 


15 Per Cent Slash 


• Taft, in a Washington speech, 
said that if he become* president 
he will seek "a straight 15 per 
cent cut in taxes" and a 25-billion- 
dollar slash in federal spending— 
from 85 to 60 ^billions—within two 
years. 


Talking to CIO communications 


workers in Cleveland, Kefauver 
said: 


"No matter what Republican is 


in the White House, the Repub- 
lican isolationist will dominate the 
party." 


Kefauver .«aid Taft and Eisen- 


hower may agree on foreign policy, 
but he said he doubts Eisenhower 


shares "the isolationist sentiments 
of most of the l e a d e r s of his 
party." He added: "I don't think 
that will do Gen. Eisenhower-much 
good." 


He's Confident 


The Tennessean told newsmen 


earlier he is confident of winning 
the presidential nomination at the 
Democratic convention July 21 in 
Chicago. 


But Averell Harriman,-who beat 


Kefauver about 4-to-l in the Dis- 
trict Of Columbia's primary Tues- 
day, predicted just as confidently: 
"I will win the nomination." 


The last 10 GOP convention dele- 


gates will be named in Illinois 
Monday at a Springfield conven- 
tion. All are expected to go for 
Taft, although Eisenhower forces 
are seeking an even-steven split. 


The Republican National Com- 


mittee, meanwhile, is scheduled to 
hold hearings starting July 1 in 
Chicago on formal contests involv- 
ing 72 delegates in Texas and sir. 
other states. This formidable total 
could swing a tight nomination 
lace either way.

reflexes too dulled by fatigue for 
the split-second reactions neces- 
sary for safety in modern traffic 
is a major highway hazard. This is 
the opinion of Paul F. Strieker, 
executive vice president of The 
Greater New York Safety Council. 


Pointing out that the average 


motorist might have to make as 
many as 50 decisions an hour un- 
der 
crowded 
summer weekend 


conditions, Strieker said that the 
weary, unalert driver invites dis- 
aster for himself, his passengers 
and other travelers if he pushes on 
when physically unfit. 


Coffee and Stretch 


Strieker suggested that vacation- 


ists would enhance chances of safe 
arrival at chosen resorts if they'd 
interrupt their trips once in a 
while for coffee and a stretch. 


"Uninterrupted driving develops 


a sort of highway hypnosis. After 
a while vigilance is relaxed, and 
the warning1 senses doze. It is at 
this point that a halt should be 
called, like the restful coffee break 
in industry, and both driver and 
passenger should get out of the car 
for 10 minutes or so to refresh 
themselves. In this way the driver 
can offset the fatigue which is a 
frequent factor in accidents." 


For the man who rushes home 


from work Friday evening, hops 
into his car and starts off overnight 
to vacationland, Strieker has one 
word: "Don't." 


"On any other workday evening 


in the year this man would tell his 
wife that he was completely ex- 
hausted, that he was too tired even 
to go to the movies. Then he would 
curl up for an 8-hour sleep after 
an honest day's work.

though this same tired man has 
done a full day's woik, he feels he 
must drive all night, so that he will 
not miss one single minute of the 
enjoyment of his vacation.

"This man may think he is doing 


himself and his family a favor 
by stretching his vacation n few 
hours.

6. Hold speeds down to 50 miles

In all the palaver over President Truman'* hand-made emergency 


in the steel industry, the fact that Truman and the union deliberately 
made the emergency has been overlooked entirely. The steel com- 
panies made no demands on the union. Th« union made demands on 
the companies. 
Truman then resorted to a familiar device which 


F. D. Roosevelt often had employed, the appointment of a loaded 


board with a pretense of even balance between the 
conflicting interests, with foreknowledge that the 
board would decide in favor of the union. Of course, 
the companies should not have permitted themselves 
to be drawn into such a'situation. 
They should 


have refused to deal with this kangaroo court, and 
their propaganda should have concentrated on the 
fact that Truman and the union were allies, taking 
advantage of a terrible war, to which Truman him- 
self had committed the people of the United States 
to try to seize all industry. 


This was a Fascist trick but probably, in the 


long run, if nothing happened to retard them in 


their course, Truman and his political partners in the union racket 
would give us Communism rather than Fascism. There is not much 
difference, but Truman and his friends abhor Fascism by name 
jut are close to Communism. Many of them in fact are Communists 
n philosophy and are friendly to Soviet Russia. The Hiss case and 
the atom bomb traitors convey this preference. There is more of 
:reason in Communism than there is in Fascism because there is an 
nternational Communist organization, directed from Moscow, which 
lias the avowed purpose of destroying our government. 
There is no 


such Fascist organization with a similar purpose. 


During the war we had a master case in the seizure of Mont- 


gomery Ward in Chicago by an arn*.> detail under a major general, 
attended by a colonel press-agent who was a member of the CIO. 
Sewell Avery, the chairman of the board of Montgomery Ward, re- 
used to yield the company's property to Roosevelt's army of occupa- 
ion and made the general make himself ridiculous by ordering his 
soldiers to carry out a sedentary old one-man insurretion bodily. 
These soldiers had been called from their normal pursuits by Frank- 
in D. Roosevelt to fight a foreign foe and now they found themselves 
counting socks and shirts and all the stuff of a general mail-order mer- 
-handise business merely because the CIO had made demands which 
Avery would not grant. 


The colonel press-agent did his best to make the situation seem 


ess nasty than it was. He was Abe H. Raskin, a reporter on union 
matters for the New York Times, and a member of the Newspaper 
Guild, of the CIO. The Guild has been a blood-red Communist front 
it most times in many places and Roosevelt's wife joined it when it 
vas at its reddest, although she was not eligible under its constitution. 
She Just wouldn't stay out. Raskin was not one of the Guild Com- 
munists nor did he color his stuff too much for a man in his curious 
position in the seizure and "occupation." 
Later he went to Europe, 


ollowing up the fighters as press officer for a lot of unioneers who 
iad absolutely no legitimate business cluttering up the scene, inas- 
much as all the unions did back home was blackmail the people of 
he United States by thousands of strikes.

vent back to the Times. Recently, he reported, of all things, that 
he union racketeers were becoming uneasily aware that undesirable 
haracters from the underworld were filtering into the noble labor 
movement. 


This seizure caused a commotion but Roosevelt did have an 


actual war on his hands whereas Truman had pulled the rug from 
under himself in advance by insisting that his Korean disturbance was 
ust a case of disorderly conduct calling for police action. 


But, in both cases, the proposition is the same, namely this: That 


any union can create a "labor controversy" at any time aimply by 
making extravagant demands. If the industry does not yield, it may 
be seized by the national government. A "labor controversy" may 
arise If some respectable employer throws some dirty rat downstairs 
for pinching the female help. Any dispute between any representa- 
:ive of the company and any member of the union over anything is 
legally a "labor controversy." 


Francis Biddle, Roosevelt's attorney general, one of those peculiar 


Philadelphia Biddies, wrote an opinion that under his "aggregate war 
powers" Roosevelt could seize any "facility" in order to keep it in 
operation for the "war effort" whenever a "labor controversy" arose. 


It was impossible to imagine anything that was not a "facility." 
But the public seemed not to realize that a union might kick up a 


controversy for the deliberate purpose of throwing a company into 
the government's hands. The chances for looting by crooked bureau- 
crats from, say, Missouri, and for stealing trade secrets, such aa 
ists of customers and confidential files, need no elaboration here. 


Htre is another Interesting, possibility that has never been 


ouched upon by the covert Washington press-agents of the creeping 
Socialism whose propaganda is published by the mile as a substitute 
for independent editorial opinion: If the steel union can create an 
artificial "emergency" by outrageous demands, then the coal and 
railroad, phone, telegraph and marine unions can do the same. Ob- 
viously, there lies the power in the hands of a few dozen key union- 
eers who never were elected to any public trust, to bring about the 
absolute Fascist or Communist state by "legal" means.

flap of skin and leaving the blood 
supply attached until it has taken 
hold at the new location.

The 
purpose of the skin graft I* to re- 
store normal skin 
without scar- 


fing, and while this Is often suc- 
cessfully done, the absence of a 
scar cannot be guaranteed in ad- 
vance.

pinkeye. What is the cause, And 
does low resistance have anything 
to do with it?

A—Pinkeye Is a highly contagi- 


ous disease caused by 
infection.

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Turkey Is Plentiful Food 
For Jtily Budget Watchers 


Here's good July eating news. 


Turkeys will strut their stuff in 
budget menus. There will also be 
large quantities of eggs and chick- 
ens. For refreshing cool drinks on 
toirid days, there will be lots of 
fresh limes and lemons as well 
as, plenty of canned and 
frozen 


citrus products. 


The United States Department 


of Agnculture reports the follow- 
ing foods abundant for July: eggs, 
turkeys, fish, fresh fruits and vcg- 
tables in season, canned and fro- 
zen peas, cottage cheese, nonfat 
dry milk, buttermilk, peaches, 
lemons, limes, canned and frozen 
citrus fruit. 


Supplies of turkey are expected 


to be larger than ever before at 
this season, according to the De- 
partment of Agnculture. There 
will be lots of very tender-mealed 
roasters for home needs. 


The young birds that growers 


are sending to market now include 
many of the small, meaty Belts- 
ville type. They are only about 
four months old and weigh five to 
eight pounds, ready to cook. They 
are delicate in flavor and texture, 
and generally have less fat than 
older birds. 


There will also be young hens 


of the Bronze type, weighing up 
to 10 pounds, ready to coo!<. Either 


kind will be a good budget fam- 
ily buy. 


Hetc are a few practical cook- 


ing tips: Stuff and prepaie these 
little birds for the oven the usual 
way. Rub or brush skin with fat 
to give good even color. 
Place 


the bird on a rack in a low, open 
roasting pan with no-water. The 
small five-pound bird need not be 
turned during cooking. There will 
be only a few drippings. Baste as 
needed with cooking fat. 


Turn the 
larger 
eight to 10- 


pound bird from side to side dur- 
ing the cooking for even brown- 
ing. Baste the bird whenever you 
turn it. 
A little bird weighing 


from five to eight pounds, ready 
to cook, will take from 2>£ to 3 
hours in a 325 degree F. oven. It 
will be done when the thigh joints 
move easily.

HOT PICNIC MEALS can be cooked on this, table-top stove, u civilian 


cousin of a smaller stove used \\idely by American soldiers. 


When vacation days diag for the 


youngsters, and hot weather in- 
door cooking drags for Mother, 
there's nothing like a warm out- 
door meal in woods or roadside 
park or on the beach. 


However, mothers don't relish 


building open fires, nor cooking 
over them. Furthermore, in many 
places they couldn't build fires if 
they wanted to, because of safety 
icgulations. 


But here's a simple way to fix 


hot nourishing food out of doors- 
just fill up a casserole with any 
one of a whole variety 
of com- 


plete-in-one-dish recipes and cook 
right on the picnic table with a 
table-top stove. 


These table-top stoves are the 


civilian cousin of- the 
Coleman

they burn four to five hours with 
one filling of fuel.

pint of water in little more than 
two minutes. 


Casseroles may be started 
in 


the oven at home and then heated 
up at the picnic spot, or entnely 


cooked indoors. Glass casseroles 
must be heatproof, however.

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Remind Dairymen 
They Have 2 Years 0 
To Meet State Law 


URBANA — Illinois dairymen 


were reminded today that they 
have only two snd one-half more 
yeais under the new state law to 
rid their dairy herds of brucellosis 
or lose their Grade A milk mar- 
kets. 


Dr. H. S. Bryan, University of 


Illinois College of Veterinary med- y 
icine, says that after Jan. 1, 1955, 
all Grade A milk m Illinois must 
come from herds that are free from 
brucellosis or arc enrolled in an 
"officially recognized eradication 
plan." 


The only such acceptable plan 


requires that you have your herd 
blood-tested and market the reac- 
tors for slaughter. Many dairy- 
men can't afford to slaughter their 
reactors, especially 
if valuable t'y 


bloodlines are involved. But if you 
~- 


start now you can raise your own 
clean replacements and dispose of 
reactors gradually. 


Dr. Bryan says that if you hav« 


a brucellosis-free dairy herd you 
should take every possible pre- 
caution to keep it that way. If you 
have an infected herd, see your 
county or local veterinarian about 
starting an eradication program. 
The sooner you start a program, 'Q 
the better chance you will have to 
be rid of brucellosis by 1955.
